ducted by the State university and private 
institutions are doing their best.to turn out 
well-equipped men to supply the demand. 

The short tractor courses offered by the 
University of California at Davis, generally 
extend over a period of six weeks, and are 
as thorough as possible, the time of instruc 
tion considered. Both night and day ses- 
sions are held, and from four to six instruc. 
tors lecture and demonstrate, Six to twelve 
different makes of tractors are used. 

In the tractor schools of Los Angeles and 


other oities 
nominal suze to learn tractor operation and 
repair, The courses usually run from four 
to ten weeks. ome school the student 
‘he is bre dnd is “te choose 
the branch ¢f work he intends to spécialize 


in. Several makes of tractors are used af 
these schools, all of them being disas- 
sembied and assembled at intervals to show 
their construction, and to give the students 
experience at operation and repair. Tractors 
needing repair are taken in at these institu- 
tions, and the students are allowed to do the 
repair work under experienced instructors. 
At one of the Los Angeles schools there were 
sixty pupils at one time in December, and at 
another school, forty-two pupils. ‘These 
schools are now established institutions and 
their “graduates” are in demand on ranches 


using tractors.

How like a miracle 
this must sound in the snow-clad East, car- 
rying with it as it does thoughts of blue 
skies, of the perfume of flowers, of the 
golden glow of oranges ripening in the 
sunshine. All this—and in winter! 

‘There is nothing unusual in the advent of 
these butterflies. It is a peaceful invasion 
of the country by bright-winged hordes, 
which come not to devastate but to enjoy 
the land of sunshine. Wach year they come 
from the bleak and frozen East, seeking 
flowers and sunshine and a happy winter 
home in California. 


The Monarch Butterfly (Anosia Plexip- 


pus) is the targest ahd handsomest of a 


group commonly called milkweed butterflies.

LARGE, fleshy, wrinkled caterpillar,

The bxtter- 
flies soon sevived in the warm “tmos- 
phere, hung themselves to the curtains 
in lieu of trees and went to sleep for the 
night. Morning dawned bright and clear. 
The captive Monarchs awoke early and. 
when the window was opened to release 
them, flew away happy. 

On the first warm day after a prolonged 
storm the butterflies, so watersoaked -that 
they are unable to fly, may be seen drying 
themselves on the grass and low bushes 
on a sunny hillside. This they accomplish 

_ by spreading their wings out flat and keep- 
ing up a slight fanning movement till the 
moisture is evaporated. |
